Buehler, of Glens Falls, New York, as 
president of the board, succeeding John F. Dapp, Hartrisburg, 
were the outstanding items of business transacted at the 
annual meeting of the board of trustees of G ettysburg college 
this morning. 
By eliminating the degree of Bachelor of Science and 
j substituting the general degree of Bachelor of Arts, G ettys­ 
burg college keeps pace with some of the leading colleges and 
universities in the east, including Yale, Princeton and the 
University of Pennsylvania, with Harvard about to take 
similar action. 
In dropping the degree of Bachelor of Science, students 
who take business and engineering courses will not he com­ 
pelled to study Latin or Greek, it was explained, and the clas­ 
sical languages will lye placed on par with the modern 
languages in the college curriculum.
